When told of the action of the 
Trades and Labor assembly Gov. Jack­ 
son said: 
“If they come I shall re­ 
ceive them and listen to w hat they 
have to say. 
Of course, not knowing 
the nature of the demand they propose 
to make. I can say nothing about it, 
but I will be ready for them you may 
depend upon it.” When asked if he 
thought the dem onstration could pos­ 
sibly precipitate anything like the 
Omaha difficulty, he laughed and said 
he thought not, though it m ight 
There will be no strike on the rail­ 
roads in Iowa even if Kelly’s arm y is 
required to march from Des Moines to 
the Mississippi river. 
Labor leaders 
of all railroad organizations are op­ 
posed to such action. 
Meanwhile the 
army is getting in a deplorable condi­ 
tion. Food is getting rather short and 
there are seven men in the hospital, of 
whom six are suffering from pneu­ 
monia, and several of them are pro­ 
nounced by physicians from the city 
to be seriously sick. 
Gen. Kelly speaks his mind freely 
about Coxey's escapade in W ashing­ 
ton. 
He says he showed no general­ 
ship whatever in precipitating m at­ 
ters, and th at he should have waited 
until he (Kelly) arrived. 
“My arm y,” 
said Kelly, “is his sole hope. 
We go 
there w ith the influence of the labor- 
ingmen of the great west behind us 
and will be supported by the populist 
leaders in congress from the west and 
also by other w estern congressmen.”

Cl e v e l a n d , May 3—[Special]—All 
is quiet in the city to-day; 
the city 
police have been sent to Newbury, 
where 
trouble 
is 
threatened 
by

rioters. 
The 
trouble 
yesterday 
culm inated 
in 
open 
griots. 
There were three separate and 
bloody conflicts between the police and 
the rioters, and all night troops were 
kept under arms ready to respond to 
call in case of an emergency. 
The trouble began in the forenoon, 
when a mob of 7,000 started to raid 
the factories on the flats and drive 
from work the men employed therein. 
The first attack was made at the 
Variety iron works. 
The windows of 
the factory were smashed with stones 
and bricks and the workmen fled in a 
panic. 
A force of seventy-five police­ 
men was then called o u t 
The rioters 
proceeded, however, to the Upson bolt 
works, where 1,500 men were induced 
to quit work before the officers ar­ 
rived. 
When the police came upon the 
scene the men made a stand and hurled 
bricks and stones at the officers. 
Orders were given to charge them 
with clubs. The rioters ran like sheep 
at the first assault, but their leaders 
succeeded in rallying them on the 
Abbey street viaduct, a bridge about 
1,000 feet long. 
Squads of police com­ 
ing up at both ends of the bridge 
penned in the crowd, and they were 
forced to fight their way out. 
They 
made a rush for the officers, but at 
least a score of them were clubbed un­ 
mercifully before they finally suc­ 
ceeded in getting away. 
During the conflict tw o anarchists 
were arrested after a terrific struggle. 
One of them, Thomas Moore, an old 
man, was clubbed into submission and 
taken to the station in a patrol wagon, 
cursing the police and declaring th at 
this was the happiest day in his life. 
In the south end of the city a t the 
same time a mob of 500 men drove 
away the workmen from the United 
States salt works, and were about to 
make a raid on the Cleveland rolling 
mills. 
They were met by 
Police 
Director H erbert and a squad of ten 
policemen, 'w ho clubbed them until 
they were glad to run. 
At least thirty 
men were injured in this melee, but 
the mob was dispersed. 
In the afternoon Mayor Blee an­ 
nounced th at no more rioting would 
be permitted, 
lie issued a proclama­ 
tion commanding people not to assem­ 
ble on the streets, and at the same 
time called upon the Cleveland Grays, 
the Gatling gun battery and the resi­ 
dent companies of the Ohio National 
guard to assemble in their arm ories 
and aw ait his calL 
There was a ready 
response to the call and a t least 500 
men were under arms aw aiting any 
emergency’ th at may arise. 
An organization of the unemployed, 
with from 8,000 to 10,0o0 members, has 
been effected w ithin a few days. 
It 
was this organization th at gave a May 
day parade, and encouraged by the 
slig h t resistance w ith which they were 
met then they started out again yes­ 
terday.

The bill also provides for the issue 
of coin certificates on all of the silver 
seigniorage bullion not exceeding $1 
for 347*4 grains of pure silver, and 
th at it shall be the duty of the secre­ 
tary of the treasury to pay out these

States except such as are 
made expressly payable in coin. More­ 
over the bill provides:

An Alloy W hich A dhere* to Glass. 
M. F. Walter has found that an 
alloy consisting of ninety-five parts of 
tin and five parts of copper adheres so 
tenaciously to glass that it may be em­ 
ployed as a solder to join the ends of 
glass tubes. 
It is obtained by adding 
the copper to the tin previously melted, 
agitating wiCh a wooden stirrer, cast­ 
ing or granulating, and then remelt­ 
ing. 
It melts at about 360 degrees C. 
By adding from % to I per cent of 
lead or zinc, the alloy may be rendered 
cither softer or harder, or more or less 
easily fusible^ 
It may also be used 
for silvering metals or metallic thread.

William Ross, engineer on the Chi­ 
cago Sc Northwestern railroad, has had 
his share of accidents on the road. 
Monday night, coming out of Chicago, 
his last accident occurred resulting in 
the death of a stranger named Fred 
Holtke, supposed to reside in Kansas. 
“ We were about eight miles outside
